From tho House: —Act amending chapter 


11 of the statutes, "Of 
bowling alloys, 


billiard tables and shooting galleries " Ke- 
ferred to the judiciary committee. '\ his ncl 
gives power to ihe board of aldermen of 
Newport to license shooting galleries. 


Sir. "Verry announced that tho finance 


comniittoo of the Senate would 
moot ou 


Friday at 12:30, to consider more especially 
two matters, viz.: 


First—Tho report of tho City Treasurer 


of Newport upon 
the Jewish Synagogue 


fund, and second, tho application of Willimn 
M. Goldthwait for the reward offered for 
the capture of the murderer of Catharine E. 
J, Weaver. 


Subsequently Mr. Verry returned to the 


senate the report above mentioned, saying 
that the committee could not act upon tho 
matter because the statute calls for an annual 
report to the General Assembly: whereas 
this report is from tho city treasurer to tho 
city council of Newport, and, of course, not 
a paper properly before the senate. 


Mr. Drake said the error was merely a 


technical one and that he had called the at- 
tention of the city treasurer of Newport to 
it, and that official wuuld readily correct it. 


After some littlo discussion as to the prop- 


er and legal mode offsetting round this little
